ahead, backed down and put pressure on the gay men 
to cancel the swims altogether. But when the gay 
men refused to back down, the Council agreed for the 
swimming sessions to go ahead on the date agreed. 

Vice-Chair of the Leisure Services Committee, 
Councillor John Taylor defended the sessions. He 
said: *The City Council recognises that some sect¬ 
ions of the community do not take up their fair 
share of council facilities". Gays and lesbians are 
not getting special privileges, any group can book 
a session at any leisure centre if there is space. 

John Carroll Leisure Centre hosts special groups for 
women, Asian women, mothers ft toddlers and pensioners. 

Ben Benson, Equal Opportunities Officer for Gay 
Ken added that it was not possible to catch AIDS 
from water, nor could they catch homosexuality 
either! 

Unaware that the booking had been transferred, 
anxious parents and some schools have cancelled 
sessions and "Stop Sunday Gays* graffiti has appeared 
on the walls of the Radford Centre. However, since 
the lottingham AIDS Information Project has been 
consulted by the City Council and worried parents, 
they have been able to provide accurate information, 
in a bid to reduce the fears created by papers like 
the "Sun*. As a result people in the area are now 
much more reassured. 

But an inside source from one primary school, 
told GAY I0TT IMGHAM that his Headteacher was giving 
out conflicting information to staff and parents. 

*Io comment” came from County Hall when we tried to 
find out whether headteachers had been fully briefed 
by their employers, the County Council, on the DHSS 
guidlines on AIDS. 

Meanwhile, the weekly Sunday swimming sessions be¬ 
gan on 23rd lovember at the Victoria Leisure Centre 
and take place from 5pm to 6.30pm (last tickets issued 
at 6pm). People certainly enjoyed themselves so why 
not make this a regular space in your diary!

It was time for the ritual visit to relatives 
in London, but this time I changed the usual 
plan of doing the rounds of museums. Instead I 
spent the week at the London Lesbian A Gay Centre 
where I met a lot of new people. I began wearing 
a kilt far the first time. In England, some 
Sassenachs might think it was a drag act, but it 
was part of our Scottish heritage. I could now 
be a secret cross dresser if I wanted! This was 
my new badge of pride! 

Faced with all these new social encounters, 
made me feel anxious; I wanted to reach out but 
how do you suddenly acquire a whole lot of new 
social skills to cope with the new friendship de~ A 
mands, when all your life you've been a loner? 

Vhen I hitched down to Icrttingham from Glasgow fZV 
in the rain this was to be my first gay march. 

Vhen I arrived in the Square there were already a 
number of people and banners around and I felt 
proud because we were all together marching 
through the busy city centre in spite of the rain! 

My early lonliness and isolation was suddenly 
replaced with my new identity as an out-gay man; 
but sometimes I feel I have missed the guiding 
hand of someone, and often when I meet new people 
for the first time I fall in love with them, be¬ 
fore I know what those feelings really mean. I 
suppose It's because everything is all so new and 
exciting for me. But I'm trying hard to collect 
tips and became mare streetwise! 

Since I came out to my father in July this year 
he now believes I am gay, and our previously dis¬ 
tant relationship is becoming much closer.

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California voters recently rejected, by 
i 2-1 majority, harsh new Measures 
against AIDS sufferers and those diag¬ 
nosed antibody positive. Proposition 64, 
which called far the Job dismissal and 
forcible detention of workers in teach¬ 
ing, nursing and catering, was the brain¬ 
child of Lyndon LaRouche, a maverick, 
right-wing extremist. To the alarm of 
California's large lesbian and gay com¬ 
munities, LaRouche got the necessary 
100,000 signatures to have a ballot on 
the issue. 

COLLM CLEVS, of the Mottingham Aids 
Project was Involved in the "Mo to 64" 
campaign, and has recently returned from 
California. Colin talked to GAY MOTT IMG— 
HAM and describes the background to the 
campaign, and what it was like being in 
the thick of it. 
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be. La Rouche is a dangerous man, who 
shouldn't be under-estimated and is backed 
by extreme right-wing and fascist organi¬ 
sations like the KluKluxKlan. He has a 
small band of fanatical supporters, about 
one thousand throughout the United States, 
plus many mare who would give support on 
specific Issues like AIDS or anti-gay 
attacks. His followers would hang around 
airport concources and accost people, say¬ 
ing things like "Henry Kissinger is a mem¬ 
ber of the British Secret Service and has 
been planted in order to bring down America' 
or saying that the Queen is "the head of a 
massive drug smuggling ring" or "that the 
CIA was a front far the Russian KGB". 

CAMT SOKEOME LIKE LA ROUCHE BE DISMISSED 
AS A CRACKPOT? 

By presenting simple answers to quite com¬ 
plex problems it Is quite possible for 
people with strange ideas, to capture pub¬ 
lic imagination, emerging quickly from no¬ 
where to positions of power. Also,with the 
uncertainty of the international situation, 
many Americans feel their lives are falling 
apart and tend to latch onto anybody or any¬ 
thing that seems to offer seme kind of sim¬ 
ple answer to political and social problems, 
a kind of final solution.

The Campaign was mounted when it was 
clear that LaRouche had the necessary 
signatures in support of his proposition 
to make it a voting issue in California. 

Within three months the campaign col¬ 
lected S3,000,000 (about XI,500,000), 
which arrived in small and large amounts. 
Every telephone subscriber was called and 
asked for donations. This not only pro¬ 
duced money but gave us a daily barometer 
of feelings around the issue . Since the 
death of Rock Hudson from AIDS, Hollywood 
has been in the forefront of large fund¬ 
raising events. Stars like Joan Rivers, 
Jane Fonda and Bob Hope and many others 
have pitched in. It was one of my jobs 
to write "thank you" letters to people 
who had donated mare than X500. 

The Campaign had wide grass-roots sup¬ 
port, and was able to fund twelve full¬ 
time workers for the three months sprint 
to polling day, backed up by literally 
hundreds of volunteers. 

WHAT WAS THE BASIS OP LA ROUCHE'S 
CAMPAIGM? 

His argument wass that if people with AIDS 
and those with the virus, were detained, 
the whole problem of the spread of AIDS 
would be solved. I think he counted on 
coasting to victory on a wave' of AIDS hys¬ 
teria and that people would vtffce. with their 
feet. Right up to the eve of poll it was 
hard to decide what the final outcome would 
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There was support right across the political 
spectrum for "Mo on 64", although the Govei 
nor of California, who is a right-wing Repub¬ 
lican, only chose to come out against La 
Rouche a week before the election and his 
critics said quite clearly that he only did 
so because he had already anticipated that La 
Rouche might lose.

Two weeks before polling day, the La Rouche 
organisation had all its funds impounded, 
following fraud investigations by the F.B.I. 
However, this did not stop the T.V. Stat¬ 
ions advertising his campaign. It was a 
ludicrous situation; La Rouche got prime¬ 
time space, whilst the "Wo on 64" campaign 
often had to settle for the low—rated view¬ 
ing times. There was always the feeling 
that La Rouche might easily have won, whe¬ 
ther discredited or not. 

WHAT WERE THE AIMS OF "MO OM 64" CAMPAIGM 
AMD HOW WERE THEY GOT ACROSS TO THE PUBLIC 

A major task was to get across to the pub¬ 
lic that sex itself wasnt the threat, but 
that La Rouche's attack was a generalised 
attack on gay lifestyles. Fear reduction 
was one of our aims, la Rouche claimed 
that his Bill would stop AIDS, whereas, 
the entire medical profession, all AIDS 
organisations and the lesbian/gay communi¬ 
ties were ranged against him, using tried 
and tested facts. Towards polling day the 
message seemed to be getting through. 

It was also important for "Mo on 64" to 
be visible on the streets. An effective, 
eyecatching tactic is the human billboard, 
where a group of people stand at busy cross¬ 
roads with identical billboards, each say-

Had La Rouche won in California, changes 
that would probably have swept America 
could have formed the basis for testing 
the water in Britain. There was also a 
positive spin-off from the "Mo on 64" 
Campaign in that the straight/gay coal¬ 
ition of groups,for the most part,chose 
the ground on which they fought the cam¬ 
paign, which was based around AIDS edu¬ 
cation and fear reduction. 

Mow that the Labour Party's proposal 
for a Lesbian St Gay Rights Bill in Brit¬ 
ain is being promoted in 1937, it might 
be interesting to see what campaign tech¬ 
niques learned in the "Mo on 64" campaign 
would be applicable here. 

Before the "Mo on 64" campaign, lesbians 
and gay men were saying something like: 
"Oh, dear, do we have a voice". Mow they 
are sauying "Mo more apologies, we are 
here, we are everywhere, we have power".
